Committeemen Oakes sad Stout were 
absent from the Township Committee 
meeting on Monday afternoon. The 
Koad Committee were authorized to 
make a contract for Oiling up Thornton 
Street, the dirt to be obtained from the 
excavation being made on ^Westcott 
Street by the East Orange Town Com¬ 
mittee, who are having the latter street 
macadamized. The work on Thornton’ 
Stfoet will probably coet about $126. 

• Clerk Johnson was directed to write 
to the East Orange officials and request 
them to macadamize that portion of 
Kidgewood Avenue between the town¬ 
ship line and North Park Street, a dis¬ 
tance of about ‘JUO feet. 

An official communication from the 
Montclair Town Committee stated that 
Glen Ridge and Lincoln Avenues iu 
Montclair would not be- macadamized 
this year. 1 

Several dirt roads in need of repairs 
were brought to the attention of the Hoad 
Committee.

4 Mr. Hummel called attention .to a 
needless gutterthe junction of Park 
Arenuc and Broad Street, which ^the 
Road Committee will have filled up. 

Mr. Rajner called atteutiou to the 
bad condition of Maolis Avenue, between 
Midlaud and Glenwood Avenues. 

The Sidewalk Committee reported that 
$1,400 of the sidewalk appropriation was 
still available for applications for flag¬ 
stone sidewalks. 

Mr. Lockwood of the Crosswalk Com-

walks at Liberty and Spruce Streets and 
Fremont and Spruce Streets. 

Complaint was made that the outlet 
sewer contractors were doing much 
damage to roads and sidewalks. -one 
instance at the junction d Newark 
tine and Franklin Street won report 
particularly bad. The Clerk whs direct¬ 
ed to call the attention of Engineer 
Bassett to the matter, and if the con¬ 
tractors dhi n«>t repair the damage 
within a reasonable time the (YunmitfSe 
will do it’dt the former’s expense. 

A bill of $2,717/20 was presented by 
the Sewer Committee for work ou the 
outlet sewer for the mouth of July. The 
usual resolution providing for the pfiy- 
tnent of the bill was passed. The sum 
total of $7,168.62 has beea paid on the 
sewer account up to date^ This is ex¬ 
clusive of twenty-flve |>er ceut. retained 
until the acceptance of the work from 
the contractors. 

The Legal Committee reported ad¬ 
versely on the petition of the Bloomfield 
Telegraph and Messenger Company for a 
franchise. The objection of property- 
owners to the erection of poles was 
cited as a/ reason for refusiug the ap¬ 
plication. 41 

Town Counsel Barrett reported that 
J udge l)epue bad granted the applica¬ 
tion for a writ of certiorari which will 
bring the recent action of the County 
Board of Assesssors in increasing valua¬ 
tions before the Court for review. 

Mr. Barrett also reported on the

matter of arrearage of taxes of C. W. 
Powers. The total amount of the tax 
due the town Is $1,884.09, Including In¬ 
terests and. costs. The Collector was 
authorized to accept $1,402.77 in settle¬ 
ment lu full of the town's claims against 
Mr. Powers, providing the mouey is 
paid within thirty days. Th$ interest 
thrown off is prior to 1887. Mr. Barrett 
raid that previous to that time Mr. 
Powers was doubtless in a position where 
he was unable to ,pay the taxes, But 
since that date he was able and ought 
to have paid bis taxes, 
was allowed on taxes later 
Mr. Raynor iff the Fire {! Committee 
said that there had been considerable 
talk about the legality of the -publica¬ 
tion of the fire ordluanoe. Mr. Barrett 
said that be bad given the matter at¬ 
tention and was satisfied that the publi¬ 
cation was legal. The same conditions

License Inspector John F. Maxfleld will 
probably not present an elaborate pub¬ 
lic report to the Township Committee on 
the moral and social condition of Bloom¬ 
field's saloons. Mr. Maxfleld, It Is un¬ 
derstood, has made a tour of Inspection 
of the saloons. What be learned is 
probably known to ^he Town Committee, 
and hf has no doubt been advised as to 
tb»future plan of action to be pursued. 

If the Inspector's duties are to be carried 
on In a quiet unobtrusive way the ultra¬ 
temperance people;and the newspaper 
reporters will Aiot Approve of it. The 
latter would much prefer a report after 
this fashion: “A little after midnight on 
Saturday evening last License Inspector 
Mkxfleld, accompanied by a platoon of 
police headed by the Chief, made a raid 
on the saloons of the town. The plans 
of the Inspector and the police had been 
formed with such secrecy that none of 
the hangers-on alxmt the Chief’s office 
got an inkling of the raid, and conse¬ 
quently none-of the saloon-keepers re¬ 
ceived a tip, and from the evidence 
gathered the Committee will be able to 
make out a strong case against them. 

Many licenses In the town will be re¬ 
voked by the courts. The charge in 
every case will l>e under the Disorderly 
The evidence will not bo of 
that questionable character that is of¬ 
fered in endeavoring to convict saloon¬ 
keepers of selling on Sundays. The 
evidence that will be given by the In- 
spector and the Chief will bo such that 
no pettifogglug lawyer attack u

The Xfaenifl<*eat Instrument Bela* Placed 
- la the New Church of the Sacred Heart. 

A church organ built at the factory of 
L. C. Harrison & Co. in this town is 
being placed in the new Church of the 
Sacred Heart. The organ loft la In the 
east end of the church over the vestibule. 
The interior of the church Is admirably 
designed for the best display of all ty# 
powers of an Organ. The dimensions of 
the new Instrument are 21 feet front by 
23 feet high. The proportion of height 
had to be curtailed in order not to ob¬ 
scure the grand wiudow that ornaments 
the east end of the church. The organ 
Is enclosed in a finished ash case. It 
has forty-five display pipes, ornamented 
to correspond with the Interior decora¬ 
tions of the cljurch. The total number 
of pipes is 11554. It has twenty-flve 
stops and three combination pedals. 

Tbe new Instrument is built after tbe 
latest approved pattern, and has the 
Harrison improved tubular pneumatic 
action, which does away with the old 
fashioned “trackers,” while the touch of 
the keys is os ight as that of a piano. 
The stops have been carefully voiced 
under tbe supervision of Mr. Harrison, 
and are all of largo scale,' particularly 
tbe double open diapason in the pedals* 
which is of wlmt is known as “cathedral 
scale.” Tho Instrument will be in piece 
ready for use about tbe middle $f Sep¬ 
tember. It has not os yet been decided 
whether it will be first heard in public 
on the openlug night of the bazaar or 
whether to hold a special organ recital.

Firb l.Cogumitteb 
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Will Renew the Application. 

i Bloomfield District Telegraph and 
Messenger Coinpauy, whose application 
for a franchise was refused by the Town¬ 
ship Committee last Monday, will make 
auotber effort to obtaiu tbe Committee's 
consent to the ruuning of wires through 
tbe town. One of (be reasons given for 
refusing the franchise was that tbe mem¬ 
bers of the coinpauy were all under 
twenty-one years of age, with the excep¬ 
tion of William II. Linder. Tbe com¬ 
pany wilt be reorganized aud several 
well-kpown citizens will interest them 
iu it. The company is under the 
impression that tbe Committee did uot 
fully understand the nature of the busi¬ 
ness it was proposed to carry ou and the 
extrnt to which the puNIc were inter* 
est&l iu the enterprise This town at 
present possesses ouly second-rate tele- 
. graphic facilities, aud tbe Western 
Union office Is closed early In tbe eve¬ 
ning. The new company proposed to 
give the town first-class telegraphic fa¬ 
cilities aud conduct an office that would 
be o}>eu day and ulght. It wAs pro¬ 
posed to make the messenger servloe 
much more convenient and cheaper than 
the Udephone service. The company 
offered to allow the Committee to Impose 
upou it all reasonable restrictions that 
would tend to .prevent the franchise 
passing into other hands than those of 
the individuals who appUed^cff It.

Notbvlthfitandlng the heat there was 
a large attoadanoe at the union prayer- 
meeting held on Thursday evening in 
the Sunday-school room of the Baptist 
Church, and was led by the pastor, the 
Rev. Cbas.

And if tbe 
Interest and enthusiasm manifest at the 
meeting be taken as an earnest of what 
will be accomplished by the Union, many 
of tbe evils at present existing in 
Bloomfield will be blotted out.
